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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The applicant argues with respect to claim 1 that Humpleman (US Pat. 6,243,707) fails to teach a storage unit which "stores a remote 
control service list... of the respective devices connected in the network." Further asserting each Humpleman's home devices only store 
HTML files related to themselves. 

The examiner disagrees. Humpleman discloses a storage unit which stores a remote control service list information which represents a 
function responding to a remote controller of the respective devices connected in the network (column 7, lines 38-48, HTML files store 
remote control service list information and said HTML files are stored at a home device (column 7, lines 19-21), thus making a storage unit 
inherent). 

In regards to the last assertion, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the storage unit stores remote control service 
list information from each of the respective device connected in the network) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims 
are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 
1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). The claim specifically recites, "a remote control service list information which represents a 
function responding to a remote controller of the respective devices connected in the network." That is to say, the claim can be interpreted 
as reciting a remote controller with respective device, but not that the remote control service list information stores functions for multiple 
devices. In fact, as the claim specifically recites, "a remote control service list information which represents a function," one function can 
hardly be reasonably interpreted as a remote control service list information from each respective device connected in the network (i.e., 
How can one function be multiple functions for multiple devices?). 

In conclusion, the Applicant's arguments filed have been fully considered but they are not persuasive.
